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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: "Method for Building a Computer by Order Received 
from the Client". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fisher et al 
USPN 6,247,128. 
Regarding claims 1, 9, 18 and 26 

Fisher et al teaches, 

receiving an order from a client, the order being used for ordering the computer, the order 
comprising a hardware component and a software component list (see figures 1, 4, 7, 8, , 
10); 

transmitting the hardware component list a computer manufacturer, and the computer 

manufacturer assembling hardware components itemized in the hardware component list; 

and (see figures 1, 4, 7, 8, , 10); 
- pre-loading software components itemized in the software component list storage device 

(figures 8, 10„ column 4, lines 51-62, " computer manufacturing.... Or hard drive") . 
Regarding claims 2, 3, 1 1, 12, 19, 20, 31 and 32 
Fisher et al teaches, 

the step delivering the pre-loaded storage device to the client (column 10, lines 41-54, " 
software preOinstallation ... customer service". 
Regarding claims 4, 7, 1 6 and 30 

Fisher et al teaches, 

The client receives the pre-loaded storage device the assembled hardware components, 
the client installs the storage device in the assembled hardware components to complete 
the computer (column 1, lines 55-61, " software distribution... personal computer"). 
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Regarding claims 5, 6, 10, 13-16, 21, 24, 27 and 33 
Fisher et al teaches, 

- the order further comprises a delivery time list and the preloaded storage device is 
delivered to the client according to the delivery time list (figures 8,column 1, lines 55-61, 
" software distribution... personal computer", column 3, lines 25-31, "the complete 
hardware. . . releases software"). 

Regarding claims 8, 17, 25 and 34 
Fisher et al teaches, 

the storage device is a hard disk (column 45, lines 32-35, " data download to the hard 
drive"). 

Conclusion
